"A Drowning 



A horriblo story is related by tho 
Ida county, la., "i'iuueor," of an af- 
fair which occuried ;tt tho appropriate- 
Iv named vilhigo of JIoll's liond, in 
' that county. About the middle of 
November one Mr. Heycock wa.s taken 
down i^with typhoid fever, and Dr. 
Kic.o of'Smitlihuul wns suramouod to 
render medical aid. Tho patient was 
gettin;,' along as well as could bo ex- 
pecteil under the circnmstance8--tho 
patient being (putc low before medical 
aid was received. One day a Spirit- 
ualist, residing in that vincity, by tho 
name of Frank Biglow, called at the 
house of Mr. lleycook, won tho confi- 
dence of the family, and boldly as- 
serted tiiat ho could perfect a rapid 
euro upon Mr. Heycock through the 
medium of Spiritualism, providing 
they ■would let him have his own way. 
After a short tiiuu of consideration 
Mrs. Hoyci;uk informed Biglow that 
they weio at his mercy. Biglow 
threw out all the medicines prepared 
by Dr. Rice, and sent tho doctor word 
not to make another visit. From this 
time no medicine was adiuiuistored 
save Biglow's .spiritual aid. llo cdm- 
meuced talking and groaning to tho 
patient, rubbing his brow, and pulling 
hia, beard, etc. Mr. Heycock iiually 
fell into a kind ot|stupor,aud Heemingly 
saffeied less pam, whicli i"d tho wife 
and Biglow to the bcdief that ho was 
recovering. Visitors were finally for- 
bid coming. In the course of a day 
or two a few of the citizens again 
•Wbnfc to tho liouso and asked aJmission 
■which was granted. There, in bed, 
lay the dead body of Mr. Heycock, 
the eyo sockets already turning black. 
One of the visitors exclaimed, "He is 
dead." Biglow said, "He is notdead, 
but '.eopctii. 'at the same endeavoring 
blowout tho light. Tho neighbors 
thei'- suggested that the body bo laid 
out lor burial. Biglow objected and 
said: "If iuy brotlier bo dead I can 
raise him tu life again;" and, rising 
upon his feet, stretching his arms over 
tho corpse and lifting his eyes toward 
heaven, ho Hhouted at the top of his 
voice, "Conio forth, my dear brother! 
Grave! give baclv thy dead!" Ho then 
kneeled^ovor tho dead body, saying, 
"Open thy eyes, ray dear brother," at 
tho same time pushing the eye-lids 
open with his thumb (thinking no one 
saw him), and with a feeling of satis- 
faction, he turned to the bystanders 
and yelled, "Braise tlio Lord." But, 
to his surprise, tlio "brother" did not 
rise worth a cent. Tho citizens again 
■waoted possession of tho body for in- 
terment, but tho spiritual doctor stub- 
bornly refused, saying, "I can rise 
tliy brother at the oiid of tho third 
dav." Heavy blaii k('ts were then piled 
upon the cori)S(i by lii;^do\v, to retain 
the animal heat. Tho doors were 
locked and no lights were used for 
during three days, but what else 
transpired is not known. At tho end 
of tho third day .Mrs, Hoyeoclc sent 
word to a fow of tho iieighborHto come 
and bury tho body. They came, and 
among' them wore tho most stout and 
.hardy men in the neighborhood, but 
'^they became faint and sickened upon 
entering tho room on account of the 
unondiirablo stonch resulting frcnn tlie 
docoiii])osition of tho body. They were 
compelled to bri-ig ice Ivom tho river, 
•which they placed around tho corpse 
to freeze it,\ before they could arrange 
it in the cofEn. Mr. Heycock wai 
about i") years of age and was recent- 
ly from WitiCoiiHiu. llo was by fuitli 
an Adventiiit, and was highly respoct- 
od bv all his ac(piaintancos. The whole 
neighborhood ia filled with great in- 
dignation over tho uH'air.

WHY pi^ m THOLD HIS PEACE? 

Tho'liublio will Ijaar •with us a foment 
wliile -wo refer briefly to an artii-lo ou tlio 
artificial stone plot that ttppcaro.l in our 
oontemporary yostordny. It Iihg iilremly 
been shown that tho editor of Iho Siun- 
dard, on tho 18th onNovcmbor, auuouuo- 
od that ho took groat pleasure in iutro- 
dnciug Mr. Leathers to tho public of 
Victoria as a "gontlaman of responsibility 
niul rospectikbility." Tho evidc-nco of Mr. 
J. P. DayicH proves that on the 14:th of 
Docomber Mr. DeCosmos ofifered to puff 
tho atone if Leatbers would "pay him." 
And our contemporary confosses that tho 
articlo advising tho Govornmout to build 
the drydook of artificial stone appeartd 
lin its columns of tho lOtU December, and 
■was paid for. The only point, therefore, 
that romuius foi disoussion is the one ro- 
spectiug tho visit of Mr. Forbes to tho 
Standard office with 325 in his pocket to 
bribo tho paper (what a high valuo tho 
fitono men mu.st have put on tho S'.nn- 
dard's iniluonca!)

With such oonolusive evidence in his pos- 
session of an intended fraud, wo say that 
the editor of the Sinndard was criminal i^^o 
not making tho p'aco ring with it.

Wo ask tho 
citizens of Viotoria— we ask the victims 
of the so-called swindle — to bear this fact 
well in mind: Mr. DeCdsmos claims to 
have been told by Mr. Forbes that the 
whole ufTair wa.-* a fraud, and yet ho hold 
his peace until tho fraud was cousummat,- 
ed aud the parties had got safely away 
with their booty! 

DYXING TIDAL LANDS. 



THE COMINa QTTN. 



An Olympia paper fnruishea a few fig- 
ures to prove the groat proL uctiveness of 
lands roohiimed from the soa by means of 
dykes. It says that laat year Capts. Mor- 
gan and Loveland purchased a place of 
this kind from M.V.Stacy, Esq., near the 
jnonlih of the Skagit river. There were 
120 acres of it, which we understand to bo 
all dyked ; of this 120 acres were in Rrain 
this past season and a crop was harvested 
of 2,000 bushels each of oata and wheat. 
The owners of tho place also own the 
schoonor Winged Kacer, and she has been 
employed for sometime paat in marketing 
tho crop, having already delivered at 
three trips to Mr. Crosby, of Tumwater, 
1200 busbcls of tho wheat. At the ruling 
prices the grain thus raised in one season 
will go far towards paying the expenses 
of dyking tho land on which it was raised. 

THE NANAIMO ELECTION.

It does uot appear that anything has 
been said na to tho weight of tho Run, 
or n.s to tho wei^ditQr diaiuoLor of Ihu 
projcclilo. All this Hocais to bo loft 
in tho iltst instance to the judgment of 
tho lloyal Gun Factories. 

It is within the lioiita of probability 
that the "coming gun" of the liritish 
navy will weigh 200 tons. But Huch 
woight i.s scarctsly necessary for tlio 
work which tho ongiuo of waria askud 
to perforin. J^luch depends on length, 
for a loug {^un is in proportion to its 
foot touH of energy a lighter weapon 
than asliorlor ^un, presuming both bo 
made of tlio suiiio syalcMii. if a gun 
ineroascd in lenf.;lh the .sauie work uau 
bo got out of of it with retiiiced pres- 
sure. 11 the new gun is to be a short 
one 200 tons would soera to be inovit- 
ablo. If greater length bo poruiittiui, 
the IcK.'ior weij^lit may sutlioo, and a 
really better gun would be pj'oiluced. 
As fur cost, wo have on a former oocu- 
sion put it at j;'25,U00. Tho prico of 
tho Elswick gun of 100 tonsis under- 
stood to bo .£1G,000. AVhatevor the 
bi/.o, the new weapon will bo a niuzzle- 
loadiug riliod guu of tho h'rasor cou- 
struotion built up -with massive 
wrought iron coils on a steel tubi;, 
Tho metal for the tube will doubtlc!--' 
be supplied by Messrs. T, Firth & Sou 
of Sbelliekl, the emiueat luamifn lu:- 
erti who Kujiply tlio steel for the inter- 
ior tubes of all tho (.ioveruiuont guns, 
as likewisfi for tho guns made by Hir 
W. Armstrong. The tiaio occupied 
in making the prnposed gun is not 
likely to bo much les.s than two 
years. 

It must, not bo supjioscd that in 
asking for a piece of ordunnco .such a3 
that Avo have ouduavoured to describe 
tho Uritisk Admiralty aro making an 
extravagant demtind. In fact they 
could seiircely ask for less, and if they 
liavo erred at all it is by not requiring 
.something greater. Possibly tho pro- 
pu.->aL -.viii Ur. niibirired.but we take it as 
it stands, aud we think tho nation may 
bo congratulated ou the outerpriso 
which is thus entered iijioii, It is 
evident that our naval authoiities are 
conscioiisof tho necessity wbieh exists 
for further progress in the aealo of 
heavy guns. We cannot consider a 
guu of 175 or 200 tons a final step, 
but it is a considerable one, aud ex- 
ceeds anything which wo havo yet 
heard of elsewlioro. But guns are 
spoken of which threaten to come 
very close to it. Thus it has been 
stated for some timo past that Horr 
Kriipp is luakihg a steel gun of loO 
tons. \i-vy lately nvl- have heard 
that it is proposed to inalco a stool gun 
in I'ra/u'o, at the famous Creu/.ot 
works of Messrs. Sehneider. The 
Schneider tirni aro enormously 
wealthy, as indicated by theirimmeuse 
works, enij. loving 1 5,000 bauds. The 
resources of Sir \\ . Armstrong are 
also nbundanl for tho jjurpose of mak- 
ing soiuelhiiig larger than a gun of 
100 tons. 'J'liero i.sbkowiso- the certain - 
ty of armour being pruelueed wliieli 
will require to be attacked by guns 
such as those which England now pro- 
poses to have.

The eloction at Nanaimo took place yes- 
terday, and tlio reiiult will bo known thero 
to-day. Tbo oiuiduhite-f have liiild fre- 
quent meetiug.s at wliioli the priucipal ia- 
RU0.1 have boeu disnurfsed with ability and 
good temper. At a recent gathering at 
Nanaimo town, Mr. John Pawson occu- 
pied llie Chuir, and Mr. Gordon, being 
first called upon, said that he vras in favor 
of the British Mining Liiw with amend- 
ments to snit Naniiimo. He then review- 
ed the liiiilway (juo.->tion.'i at co j.siderablo 
length, claimiug that the uon-fultilment 
of tlio Carnarvon Terms revived the origi- 
nal ooatract. He would olaim compena.i- 
tion for delays, but whutu-ver arrange- 
ment Was pro"i>osod ho would buIjiuU iL to 
his constituents. Was in favor of throw- 
ing open the Lsland Eeaerve for actual 
eettlement, provided it did not compro 
tnise us on mo railway question. Would 
urge the couBtruetion ot good roads and 
bridges throughout the disti iot and would 
favor aid in passitig a Water Works Act 
for Nanaimo similar to that given to ^'lc• 
toria. In answer to questions, Mr. tior

Ihe Indian DiMculty at Ohemainus. 

Tho Indian Eeaerve Oommissionera 
havo linisliod their difiSoult work at Cho- 
mainiis. Thero never was any danger of 
an Indian outbreak. It appears tlint sev- 
oriil of the Chemainns tribes havo for 
years pust practically defied tho authori- 
ties and caused anxiety amongst tba Bot- 
tlers by fencing and cultivating tUe lands 
of white men at ploasuro. Thero are not 
twenty white men in the district, and the 
Indians number about . 000. Tho Indians 
were protected by tho formidahlo Indian 
Act ot 187G, but the soltlers had no moans 
of redress; they had little money to spend 
in law, and it was ovideot that if they 
won ft suit they could not recover costs 
trofb Indians. They were living, in fact, 
without a proper sense of security. Tho 
Commi^siouers, on finding this stite of 
matters, kiudly but decisively explaiaed 
to tlio Indians (hat thuy must move both 
houses and fences within their own re- 
serra before tho Commissiouora would 
deal with their land questions. Two of 
the tribes did this; but the Pon-al-lah- 
kuts, a bold tribe which includes tlio rem- 
nant of tho Limalchas— well known as 
tho tribe which attuekt'd 11. M. S. Tor- 
ward— rof used or neglected to mako 
auiciids foi- thrir illegal acts. The Com- 
inisaionera hold to tlicir point, and by 
isol.iting this powerful tribe, and by gen- 
tle yet firm dealing, ultimately compelled 
tliom to do what no Indian tiiho has over 
yet done on the C'oa-)t. Tliey liiul tlirco 
"houses on white mi'ii's lands and about u 
mile of fencing. It is a lesson not likcdy 
to bo lobt on the Indian population that 
tho Peual-ah kills, who h ivo been lording 
it for years in C.'homainiis, were to be 
seen on rainy and snowy dnys, with sul- 
lennoss yet obediently taking down foneo-s 
and houses which they had braved tho 
law to erect. The hniinns afterwards ad- 
mitted that they felt safer to l>o within tli<! 
law, and that the ConmiisHiouera ha 1 done 
right in explaining their duty to thorn. 
They thanked the Oommiasionera for their 
kindness and good advice. The Cominis 
sionors received great assistance, by way 
of mornl Imcking, from (Japt. Harris of 
H. M. S. lioeket,, and from Cn\. I'owcU 
as Superiulonilent of Indian Allair.H dur- 
ing tho vi^it which they paid to Ciie- 
mainus. The settlers ot Chemainus now 
hope that the Indian difficulty which has 
been such a bar to their industry and 
comfort is removed. 

Some Vuuy liii.MAnKAnLE Wintebs. —

havo distiiigui-ihed themselves by being 
either coliier or warmer than the law 
allows.

— C/.'iv 
has written Grand Duke Nicholas, 
minister of war, aud various generals, 
thanking them for their successful ex- 
ertions to promptly mobilizo and con- 
centrate tho army. 

Tho 'Times' ' dispatch from Rome 
reports dissensions have broken out in 
the Italian cabinet. Baron Nicotera, 
Minister of the Interior, insists upon 
maintaining censorship of all political 
press tologiams. His colleagues dis- 
sent and a modification of the cabinet 
may result.

New York, Jan. 14.— -The "Times" 
New Orleans dispatch says three State 
Senators who were liid away in Pinck- 
back's residence, went over to the 
Nichols' Senate, so-called, to-day. 
They were carried there by Pinchback 
who accompanied them, and who pn 
tho floor made a personal speech de- 
nouncing the Republican party as ven- 
al aud corrupt. Pinchback is not a 
member of the legislature, but he has 
boon for some time an active candi- 
date for tho United Stales Senate, 
with little prospect of being elected. He 
can expect nothing from tho Demo- 
crats, but to revenge his disappoint- 
ment he has thus u^cd what intluence 
he possesses to break tin; quorum of 
the Republican Seuute. The three se- 
ceding Republican Senators are color- 
ed. 



INDIA. 

London, Jan. l-t. — The India office 
publishes a dispatch, dated January 
1'2, from Lord Cainaivoti, acting lu- 
diiiu Secretary in tbo absence of Lord 
Salisbury, to Lord Lytton, governor- 
general of India. It requests that a 
weekly Gummary be henceforth sent 
by tolograpli, giving niaiii fads in ro- 
gard to tho famiiio. Lord ("aiiitirvon, 
summing up tho iiil'oi luaiioti ho had 
hitherto recoivod, consider.s it ulnrin- 
iug that 810,000 persons aro already 
employed on the relief works in Mad - 
raa and 250,000 in the Bombay govern- 
ment. Esliinalos show that the famine 
in Bombay will gradually increase, 
rencliiug tlio inaxiiiiiiiu in April, when 
a million por.soua will reipiiio ruliof, 
after which it will gradually decrease. 
In Madras the prospect is proportion- 
ately worse. The districts affected in 
Madras cover oighLy Ihousaiul sipiaro 
miles, and contain ii puiiulatiou of 
eigbtoon iiiillioiis. In Bonitjiiy tho 
fainiiio strickeii territory covers ')■[,- 
OUO square miles autl has a population 
of eight millions, live millons of which 
are in districts more immediately af- 
fected. 

The 'Times' ' special from Calciilla 
gives a later suiiininry of the situation. 
In one of the Bombay districts, Sbolo- 
pore, the crops totally failed. ThingH 
are nearly as bad in two other districts 
and the crops partially failed in six 
districta. Alreaily two hundred and 
oighty-KOVou thouraud )3er.soiis are on 
the relief works, in Madras f'lmiiio 
prevails in twelve districts, mid now a 
million persons are on the relief works. 
The cost to the State is estimated at 
over two million sterling in Bombay 
and four millions in Madras.
